OF STANDARD 
WILL HI CALLED 


IN HEARING BROUGHT BY THE 


GOVERNMENT TO DISSOLVE 


THE TRUST. 


Will mm 
CASE MONDAY 


Kellogg Will Show Operations of the 


Combine During the Period of 


Liquidation. 


New York, Sept. 21—John D. Rock- 


efeller -and his five great chiefs of the 
Standard Oil, probably will be sum- 
moned as witnesses in the heartng 
being conducted in New York, in the 
government suit to dissolve the Stan- 
dard Oil company of New Jersey, file! 
in the United 
States 
court at St. 


Louis. 


More subpoenas certainly will be 


issued it was said today at the offices 
of Frank B. Kellogg, counsel for the 
government, in the action. The reply 
to the question as to who would be 
summoned was "Those who so far 
have not been called 
are 
John D. 


Rockefeller, Wm. Rockefeller, John 
D. Archbold, Henry H. Rogers, Hen- 
ry M. Flagler and Oliver H. Payne." 


The government on Monday 
will 


continue the inquiry into the conduct 
of the a'ffairs of the concern during 
the period of liquidation which ex- 
tended through eight years after the 
order of the Supreme court of Ohio 
in 1892 declaring the 
trust agree- 


ment void; arid the federal agents be- 
lieve they will show beyond question, 
that during those eight 
years the 


trust was in operation just as beforu. 


"They have 
proved 
nothing yet 


that we did cot 
give them," said 


John G. Milburn or the 
Standard 


counsel today. 


This statement was off-set by the 


explanation from the federal author- 
ities that each single bit of informa- 
tion "given" this week, by the com- 
pany was produced 
in "atiswer to a 


subpoena calling for it specifically. If 
it had not been produced the govern- 
"ment would have pent its agent to 26 
Broadway and obtained it. 


In spite of the Standard attorneys' 


announcement that it was their pol- 
icy to tell everything, the witnesses 
so far have been hostile 
and have 


avoided every possible request for in- 
formation. 


Wesley H. Tilford, treasurer of the 


company who has been in the busi- 
ness for nearly 40 years, had 
very 


little idea of what 
was 
going on 


around him, according to his answers 
and was afflicted with a poor memory. 
'At times, however, he talked "right 
out" when cornered and It was from 
him that Kellogg got most of his in- 
formation. 
Government's counsel de- 


sired to get an order dissolving the 
Standard Oil of New Jersey and at 
the same time an injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants, who Include most 
of the prominent Standard Oil group 
of financiers, from ever entering any 
agreement, directly or indirectly, or 
forming any scheme for the control 
of the oil business. 
Kellogg's object 


is to have the subsidiary companies 
all separated and operated as separ- 
ate concerns, so that any one could 
go into the oil business. 
To show 


the value of competition as well as 
the methods of the trust he has pre- 
pared a map of the United States, 
showing- the price of oil 
in various 


states in December, 1904, as a typi- 
cal time. In Colorado, wh'ere there is 
no competition, the Standard charged 
16.2 cents, while in Ohio the price 
was 8.5 cents, in Pennsylvania S.7 
cents, and in Connecticut 8.9 cents- 
Other states show prices varying be- 
tween the sales in Colorado and Ohio 
in accordance to the amount of cam- 
petition. 
The rates were estimated 


with freight charges subtracted so as 
to give a fair comparison.

MANY MILLIONS 


LOST BY JOHN D, 


In tilt' Depreciation of the Value of 


Oil Sux-k, But He is 
Not "Broke." 


New 
York, Sept. 21. — Account- 


ants for the government in the suit 
against the Standard Oil company, 
now at work preparing data, will be 
ready to report next week. Their re- 
port, it is declared, will enable the 
government to develop that since the 
Inception of the Standard Oil company 
trust in 1882, the total profits of the 
oil combine have been between $800,- 
000,000 and $900,000,000. 


Records of the stockholders of the 


Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
laid bare at the hearing of the suit 
for dissolution of the oil combine, dis- 
closed the fact that John D. Rockefel- 
ler owns 247,692 shares, or nearly five 
times as much stock as any other in- 
dividual shareholder, and that he and 
his associates who signed the trust 
agreement in 
1882 still 
control 
a 


majority of the Standard Oil stock. 
Measured by the present market price 
of $400 a share, the holdings of Mr. 
Rockefeller in the Standard Oil com- 
pany have a value of $109,000,000. 
The stockholders' record of August 17, 


1907, 
shows that the University of 


Chicago is the owner of 5,000 shares 
of Standard Oil stock. 


The depreciation in the price of 


Standard Oil stock within ten years, 
or since the agitation against the com- 
pany vbegan, has been more than $400 
a share. This represents a loss of 
over $100,000,000 on the holdings of 
John D. Rockefeller. The shrinkage 
also affects the University of Chicago 
to the extent of about $2,000,000. The 
respective holdings of the largest 
stockholders are as follows: John D. 
Rockefeller, 247,692 shares; Charles 
H. Pratt estate, 52,582 shares; D. M. 
Harkness estate, 42,000 shares; O. H. 
Payne, 40,000 shares; H. M. Flagler, 
30,500 shares; O. B. Jennings estate, 
17,000 shares; H. H. Rogers, 16,020 
shares; J. A. Bostwick, 15,000 shares; 
William Rockefeller, 11,700 shares; C. 
-M. Brewster, 10,000 shares; Charles. 
Lockart estate, Pittsburg, S500 shares; 
L. C. Ledyard and Payne Whitney, 
8,000; William C. Whitney estate, 8,000 
shares; W. H. Tilford, 6,000; John D. 
Archbold, 6,000; W. G. Warden estate, 
5,858; University of Chicago, 5,000; 
O. M. Pratt, 5,000; Daniel O'Day, 2,665. 


Through Wesley H. Tilford, treas- 


urer of the Standard Oil company, the 
government's attorney, Frank B. Kel- 
logg, was able to obtain evidence of 
an understanding between the Stand- 
ard and independent refineries near 
Cleveland and Pittsburg. This agree- 
ment, which was entered into in the 
latter part of 1,902, provided that these 
companies should sell their entire out- 
put of refined oil for export to the 
Standard's export department, in re- 
turn for which the Standard was to 
sell the companies a certain amount 
of crude oil each day. Mr. Tilford 
said that previous to the agreement 
the supply of crude oil had been re- 
duced. 
Mr. Kellogg developed from 


the witness that the export business 
was principally handled by the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New York, and 
that in buving oil for export it paid 
the market price to the independent 
refineries. Mr. Tilford admitted that 
the Standard Oil company determined 
the market price. - 


Interesting facts concerning the con- 


duct of the marketing of the Stand- 
ard's product were brought out when 
Tilford said that a committee con- 
trolled the domestic trade. He stated 
that the United States was appor- 
tioned into districts, and that the sell- 
ing companies assigned to those dis- 
tricts 
confined their operations to 


specified territory.

hospital, in a most serious condition 
as a result of the beating received at 
the hands of an overwhelming gang 
of "toughs" who are a disgrace to the 
institution of which they are stu- 
dents. 


It is hard to get at the identity of 


the ones guilty of the assault and bat- 
tery, but. it is said one of them was 
recognized as a "special art" student 
named Charles H. Lake, whose home 
is given as Granville In the university 
records. 


There is a young man named Chas. 


H. Lake," who is the son ot a promi- 
nent farmer living about three mller, 
northwest 
of Granville on London 


street, who attends the istitution. He 
was superintendent of the Alexandria 
schools two years ago, and last fall 
taught in a Columbus high school, 
taking special work at the university 
at intervals. 
He is now in the soph- 


omore year. His friends are sorry to 
learn that his name is connected with 
the affair, and are loath to believe 
that he would be guilty 
of taking 


part in the hazing.

over the flower bushes and other ob- 
stacles with utter 
disregard of in- 


juring him, and finally thrown over 
the fence into the bed of a one horse 
wagon. 
While he was 
held in the 


bottom of the wagon he was pirmrnel- 
ed unmercifully by the sophomores. 
Neighbors who 
saw the 
affair_say 


that he was bleeding profusely as the 
wagon was driven away. He was tak- 
en about 14 miles east of the city to 
a farm, where he was tied in a barn. 
There, it is said, Snider was beaten 
again. 


"In some way Snider got free of 


his bonds and managed to make his 
way to the city. He was found about 
5 o'clock 
at Eleventh avenue 
and 


North High street by <t senior whose 
name is Bowman. Snyder had swoon- 
ed just as Bowman drove along in a 
buggy. 
He picked 
up the injured 


man, 
whom he recognized, and took 


him to the office of Dr. Darlington J. 
Snyder, in North High street, who is 
a distant relative of the injured man. 
From there he was taken to the hos- 
pital in Fisher's ambulance.

The Dead and Injured. 


Marquette, Mich,, Sept. 21.—By the 


falling of a cage in the rolling mill 
mine at Neganee, Mich., 14 men were 
killed and seven others were fa- 
tally hurt. The cage was full of 
men and every one in it was either 
killed or seriously injured. The steel 
cable broke and the cage dropped 700 
feet. The bodies have been taken out 
and the injured are being cared for. 
The mine is the property of the Jones- 
MacLaughlin Steel company of Pitts- 
burg. The known dead: Charles Kent, 
underground captain; Alfred Wills, 
Joseph Rodda, Matt Lind, John Aho, 
John Cheri, Thomas Blight, Antonio 
Curto, John Johnson. The injured: 
Sam Stevens, John Makki, John Kel- 
viato, Alfred Jewell, Gebrge Sebas- 
tinb, Thomas Roberts,-Emil Muhonen. 


The cage with its human freight 


•was being lowered on its first trip for 
the day when the brake on the hoist- 
ing apparatus failed to hold. Two. 
other men sprang to the assistance of 
the one at the brake wheel, but their 
combined efforts did .not avail. The 
cage shot down a couple of hundred 
feet before a kink in the too-rapidly 
paying-out cable caused it to part, and 
from that point the cage had a sheer 
drop to the bottom of the shaft. Work- 
men at the bottom immediately set 
about the gfewsome task of removing 
the dead. The bones of the bodies 
were'so shattered that the men were 
piled on top of each other like so 
many pelts of leather. Seven men 
were found still alive. They are fa- 
tally hurt. 


Popular Government In China. 


Peking, Sept. 21.—-An imperial edict 


was issued authorizing Prince Pu Lun, 
•who was Chinese envoy at the St. 
Louis exposition, and Sun-Chi-Anai, in 
co-operatidn with; the grand council, 
to frame regulations for the establish- 
ment of a council of deliberation, to 
aid the government, "so that the foun- 
dation may be laid for a parliament." 
The dowager empress says that in the 
establishment of a representative gov- 
ernment for China the opinions of all 
must be considered, and though the 
tipper and lower houses are founda- 
tions of administration, the throne is 
unable to establish them in China at 
present.

WILD BDSHMEN 


Xot Related to Us Says Xew Zealand 


Native I/ady Now Appearing at 


Orphinm Theater. 


Our people, the Maoris of Xew Zea- 


land, are not the same people as the 
natives of Australia, who are 3° much 
lower intellectually as to be out 
of 


comparison 
with us. 
Indeed 
the 


Bushmen of Australia, if not the low- 
est grade of humanity, are but a sin- 
gle rung from the bottom, the deci- 
sion lying between them and the Hot- 
tentot; their young wandering about 
naked and being taken no more ac- 
cout of than monkeys. New Zealand 
moreover, was never a part of Aus- 
tralia. It has some of its 
trees, 


flowers, animals, birds 
or reptiles, 


which are as totally dissimilar as its 
natives. 


People are Superstitious. 


The Maori people are somewhat su- 


perstitious, but this is not surprising 
considering their environments. For 
instance one of their villages is called 
Te Ruapeka. It is slinated on a long 
peninsula that juts out into Lake Ro- 
torua, a magnificent sheet of water 
25 miles in 
circumference. 
Every 


part of this strip of land, from point 
to neck, is riddled with hot springs, 
some of which shoot out from 
the 


ground from small apertures, while 
others are huge steaming pools. They 
are of all degrees oT 
temperature, 


and while \ou may cook your dinner 
in one you may take a delightful bath 
in another and get scalded to death 
in a third. 


Many years ago a "pa" 
(native 


Maori village) stood 
at the further 


end of the peninsula, but one wild 
night a grumbling noise was heard, 
followed by a. sound of hissing steam 
The trembling earth opened and the 
"pa" with its unfortunate inhabitants 
sank bodily into the depths of 
the 


lake. 


Native House Construction. 


All the houses in the district today 


are built of raupo, 
a kind 
of reed, 


with 
largu recesses in front of the 


doorways, the woodwork of which i» 
cuiiously and elaborately carved. The 
interior presents a strange spec-tads, 
the roof, high and slanting, is sup- 
ported by an elaborately carved ridge 
pole, while the rafters arc covered 
with curiously carved 
and 
twisted 


lines of strange designs and endless 
variety. 
The 
lower 
walls 
of the 


building are ornamental with plciure.s 
of Maori huntcis stalking the famons, 
but now extinct. Moa bird, and other 
figures rewoscnting renowned antes- 
tors of the tribo. These singular effi- 
gies appear ar first grance 
to have 


been carved -ifter the same mod-1, 
bat upon clost,: examination, each i= 


her serious illness of last spring, In

One and all 
lire d'-'iiicted with distorted features, 
protruding tongues and defiuiit mien 
while their large 
staring 
eyes are 


formed of the pearly 
shell 
of the 


tiesh water mussel. 


These whares (native houses) are 


clustered promiscuously among the 
springs and it is no infrequent occur- 
rence to see a handsome youth or a 
daik ejed maiden come out from the 
carved portals of a native hut, in the 
primHhe cobtume 
of 
nature, 
and 


jump into one of the pools, utterly 
unconscious of any immodesty; they 
bathe in the warm, silvery water for 
hours, looking like beautiful bronze 
suitues encased in blocks of crystal. 
When 
fully dressed 
a single gar- 


ment only is worn by these primitive 
people.. 
The material is made from 


the bark of the Tappa tree, beaten 
with a club until it becomes a kind of 
pulp, then it is beaten on a flat stone 
into layers. There is a natural gum 
in .the pulp which causes these layers 
to adhere. When the 
piece is the 


right size it is put out to dry. Then 
with infinite patience and ingenuity, 
the 
native women set to work 
to 


paint in a design, their brush bein 
a piece of tocoanut fibre, the paint 
being produced by burning the roots 
of the Angona tree, and mixing the 
ashes, with 
cocoanut oil. Some of 


these designs aie very 
artistic, all 


carried in the worker's head, no pat- 
tern to go by. The people produced 
the^e elorhs long before the coming 
cf European strangers. For special oc- 
casions robes of feathers 
are worn, 


the feathers taken from rare native 
buds. Another cloth is woven 
from 


native grasses when green, 
turning 


yellow 
when dry. Some 
of 
these 


piecos of cloth are 
exquisitely 
fine 


and beautiful, while others are coars- 
er and heavier. 
All are 
woven by 


hand, without any machinery, and in 
the most primitive manner, the wo- 
men Bitting 
cross 
legged 
on the 


ground, and the grass fastened to a 
pole suspended jx> a tree, while the 
threads running down are held under 
the foot of the weaver, and the weav- 
ing goes on, the grasses being tied in 
su';h a fashion that the fastenings 
are not seen.

FOR GIRLS

HAT sports we b«*t tor * young 


«lrl? This 1» * question which 
Dr. Wood, director of physical 


education -of Columbia University, says 
Is too seldom asked. The health and 
the beauty—which from the woman's 
viewpoint Is far more Important—of 
the woman are conditioned In large 
measure by the sport of the girl, so 
Dr. Wood says, and for that reason, 
something else than her own desire 
should guide her In the choice of sum- 
mer sports. 
Moderation Is what the 


young girl needs above all things In 
her sport. 
The rery life and spirits 


which make her a good athlete are 
Injurious It they are not uuroed to 
such an extent a» to keep her from 
over-exertion. Concerning the various 
sports for the girl to enjoy In summer, 
Dr. WoeM speaka a* follow*: 


"Of all the popular exercises, swim- 


ming Is the best. 
It braces one up, 


tones up the body and brings Into ac- 
tive use practically every muscle. It 
Is an Ideal sport if one does not stay 
in the water too long. 
That Is the 


only harm that can come from swim- 
ming, except In individual cases. . It 
is impossible to say just how Ions; a 
girl should stay in the water, but a 


rule to follow Is to OOBM out be- 


fore she If ready to. 
GHrts and wom- 


en can stand being in the water longer 
than the other sex: they do not feel the 
effects of cold water so quickly. 


"For this reason thqy are muon. mere 


apt to find swimming the opposite to 
beneficial. 
This should not be so, on 


account of the splendid chance it gives 
to use all the muscles—those of the 
legs, the arms, the chest, the back and 
the neck. Swimming helps In breath- 
Ing, and it gives breadth as well as 
depth to the chest. The development 
Is so admirably and equally distributed 
that no one who swim* tor pleasure. 
which mean* moderately, need fear be- 
coming too muscular. There Is such a 
variety of positions in swimming that 
If one can do the different strokes the 
exercise is a* thorough as any could 
possibly be. 


"Rowing I place next to swimming 


as a sport for the adolescent girl 
When a sliding seat Is used, the exer- 
cise Is equally as wholesome and In- 
vigorating as swimming, and there Is 
less opportunity for exhaustion. When 
a girl grows tired she usually stops 
rowing for a while and rests." 


CHOOSING CANARY 
BIRDS 


I 


N choosing a canary, look for a 


long-bodied bird with thick plu- 
mage lying close and smooth: The 


long body Indicates vitality. Only male 
birds sing—the female's notes are few, 
and often rasping. 


Plumage depends largely .upon breed. 


If It Is gorgeously high-colored, the 
bird will have to be specially fed at 
moultlng-tlme to keep up the color. 
There Is an almost endless variety of 
coat. 
German canaries, either An- 


dreasburg or Hartz Mountain, come in 
deep yellow, light yellow, greeny yel- 
low, mottled, and are, further, both 
crested and plain. They are nearly all 
fine singers, though less decorative 
than the Norwich canaries, whose red- 
dish-yellow coats are due to liberal 
feeding with cayenne pepper through- 
out the season of moulting.^. 
Tear-old birds 
arft most 
satisfac- 


tory. Under that age they have sel- 
dom been taught properly to sing. 
Seven to ten years IB the" average, 
though 
many birds live until past 


twenty. Much depends upon the Indi- 
vidual, but more upon the care re- 
ceived. If It is wholly loving care, the 
chances of long life are doubled. 


Train canaries to use -without abus- 


ing an open cage-door. Thus they give 


and receive double pleasure. The cage 
Is the place for food and sleep. Other 
times Master Yellowbreast Is better for 
the freedom of the room. 
If he Is 


properly 
tamed, and 
never handled 


roughly nor too much, he will be safe 
In it no matter how many open win- 
dows tempt him. 


The right sort of cage Is Important. ] 


It must be altogether of metal: wood 
tnvltes vermin. 
It must, further, be 


light and airy-looking, with a bottom 
easily removed, movable perches, and 
a door that works easily but will stay 
shut when required. 
Bath, water, and 


seed-cups must be of good size, but 
not too big. 
A vagrant-minded bird 


may Indulge himself In a bath in the 
drinking vessel If by any chance he 
can squeeze half of himself Inside It. 
If the cage Is to hang above a carpet. 
It la well to have a widely flaring bot- 
tom so as to catch the seed or water 
the bird flings out of bounds. 


A canary cage should never be hung 


out-doors. In a draught, nor where di- 
rect heat-rays stream upon It. Neither 
must It stand or hang where It is cold. 
Canaries are by nature tropical, and 
revel In a steady even warmth. . Cold 
and over-feeding are -their chief dan- 
gers. A little care puts both to rout.

HERE sleeplessness Is rooted In 


nervous 
trouble, -any 
doctor 


knows enough to say gentian Is 


the thing for It. The blue closed gen- 
tian—New England's "dumb fox-glove" 
—Is better than the open sort. Since 
It Is best gathered In flower, and does 
not flower until October, the root has 
to be dried over a very slow flre. Dig 
up the whole plant, though only the 
root has virtue, and let the clump 
wilt thoroughly before wringing oft 
the tops. 
Separate the roots gently, 


wash very clean, and spread thin upon 
a board, which should be hung above 
the fire. When fully dry, wrap In thick 
paper, put the paper In a bag, and 
hang where It is dry and airy. 


To make bitters, slice the gentian root 
very thin, and put Into whisky In pro- 
portion of two tablespoonfuls of sliced 
root to the quart. Take a sip at morn- 
ing just before breakfast, and a good 
full swallow upon going to bed. 


FINGER STALLS

HERE there are many children, 


especially boys, It Is wise to 
keep 
flnger-stalls 
In 
plentiful 


stock. 
Make them to fit all sizes 


of flnger, either of stout cotton or 
wash leather, sew on narrow tapes for 
tying up around the wrist, and hang: 
In rows upon the Inside of the medi- 
cine closet door.

When a cut or bruised or mashed 


flnger must be treated, wash It very 
clean, unless the bleeding Is excessive, 
put a small flat pad of sterilized ab- 
sorbent cotton over the hurt, then wrap 
a little more cotton around the flnger, 
draw on a stall—open-ended or closed, 
as required—hold the hand fingers up, 
and deluge stall and'finger with spir- 
its of turpentine. Keep the hand up, 
but resting easily, for fifteen minutes. 
Unless there Is pain and inflammation 
shows beyond the stall, leave the huift 
alone for two or three days. Generally 
In that time It will heal beautifully.

Bon- 
nets are not put>off at a reception or a 
breakfast; gloVes-are'laid aside only 
while one is in the act of eating. 
Wraps, at a reception or breakfast, 
are left in the hall or the dressing- 
room.

At an evening weddingr feminine 


guests wear elaborate decollete toilets 
if they choose, or very elaborate'high- 
throated, long-sleeved reception toil- 
ettes without hats or bonnets. 
It is 


not proper- for those ladies who sit 
above the white ribbon at,a_ church 
ceremony to appear in deep mourning. 
Kven the mother of. the bcide or the 
mother of the groom should, for the 
occasion, put off her mourning dress 
for 
a. costume of gray and lilac, or 


black decorated with purprle, though 
the day after the wedding she may re- 
sume her mourning weeds. 


A maiden bride should dress in white 


apd wear a veil. There is a reprehen- 
sible tendency to-day against the use 
of the veil, unless the bride is in her 
first youth and her wedding Is cele- 
brated 
with the pomp and circum- 


stance of an exceedingly fashionable 
function. 
This is contrary to one of 


the oldest .and most charming customs 
which our civilization and society has 
inherited, a custom not to be lightly 
put aside. Even at the simplest home 
wedding-, and v.-hen the bride perhaps 
has passed her first youth, the white 
gown, the orange blossoms and the 
filmy veil are essential outward signs 
of all the sweet dignity and precious 
sentiments that characterize this most 
important event of her life. 


Whatever the material of the wed- 


ding dress may be its skirt should 
boast a train, and for a. morning or af- 
ternoon wedding the waist should be 
high in the throat and long- in the 
sleeves. 
For an evening wedding a 


waist cut OP«n in the throat and with- 
out sleeves. Is good taste, and it is 
optional whether the veil is worn on or 
off the face. "Tradition, the voice of 
which In this instance should exercise 
great persuasive powers»with a bride, 
speaks, and rightly, in favor of a tulle 
veil that envelopes the whole figure. 
There is & modern fashion which fa- 
vors the use of a lace veil merely as 
a delicate drapery falling froih the 
wearer's high-combed hair, out upon 
her shoulders, and then to her train. 


A few jewels only, and those prefer- 


ably tbe gifts of the groom or the 
bride's- ^teareat • and dearest relailvw, 


the sight of a bride who displays the 
barbaric riches and splendor of ropes 
of. pearls and blazing diamonds on her 
throat and arms, in her hair, and upon 
her gown. 


The white glove for the left hand Is 


usually 
removed 
when the ring is 


placed. 
In order to take it off ex- 


pedittously it 
Is well to 
carefully 


stretch it and try it on frequently be- 
forehand. When the groom is ready to 
place the gold circlet,-the bride should 
rapidly bare her hand by simply pull- 
ing her glove off Inside out. 
No at- 


tempt is ever made to replace it until 
after leaving the church or, in case of 
a home wedding, until the ceremony, is 
over. 


Though the white gown and yell is, 


for a maiden bride, preferably to any 
other wedding dress, occasions occur 
when a walking suit is the most sensi- 
ble and tasteful costume. Brides who 
are married before twelve o'clock, or 
who go directly from the altar to a 
train or boat, wear a becoming street 
dress of ladles' cloth, veiling or silk, 
in a. pale shade of blue, brown, lilac, 
green or gray, relieved b,y touc.ies of a 
lighter color, and probably lace or 
some decoration of diaphanous mater- 
ial near the throat.

toque or hat, 
garnished with 


plumes or flowers, and a boquet of 
flowers or a. prayer-book, are the chief 
adjuncts of this toilette.

The skirt should be
